VISIT OF THE EMPEROR OF THE FRENCH TO 
ALGERIA. 


Ovn last Impression contained a view of the entry of the Emperot 
Napoleon into the town of Medeah; and it may be remembered that 
the troops forming his military escort upon that occasion were the 
Arab irregular cavalry in the local service of the French Government, 
the tents of their encampment on the neighbouring hills being a con- 
yicuons feature in the scene which our Special Artist had sketched. 
The figures and accoutrements of these half barbarous soldiery are 
picturesque enough to form the subject of a particular Illustration, 
which will be found on the front pase of our present Number. Two 
other Engravings are this week devoted to Algerine subjects. One 
is a view of Fort Napoleon, in the mountain district of Kabylia, or 
Djurjura, visited by the Emperor on the 24th ult. This fortress, 
which is distant about 120 miles from the city of Algiers, was built 
to overawe the wild tribes of the Ichernaionas and the Zouaouas, 
after Marshal Randon’s conquest of the Kabyle confederacy in 
1857. A carriage-road was made, by the labour of the 
French soldiers, in twenty-five days, from Tizi-Ouzou, where 
the mountain country begins, to the platform of Sonk-el-Arba, 
where the building of Fort Napoleon was commenced upon the site 
ef a native village, the inhabitants of the village being provided with 
lands and huts elsewhere. The fort is a square inclosure of massive 
stone walls, nearly 3000 yards in circumference, It is garrisoned by 
four battalions of infantry, with artillery and other forces, and fur- 
nished with provisions for several months. The Kabyle population, 
which is very numerous in the fertile valleys of this region, has for the 
last eight years been content to dwell peaceably under the French 
supremacy, each tribe being allowed to elect its own magistrates, and 
to manage its own affairs, paying only a gross annual tribute to the 
French Government, amounting to about seven ~¥~ for each taxable 
a. They are described as a thrifty and industrious people, 
aving little resemblance to the Arabs of the rest of Algeria; they 
cultivate the soil, producing large quantities of olives and grapes, 
which they bring to Algiers for sale. It was the opinion of Marshal 
Bugeaud that this district alone, when its resources were fully de- 
veloped, wou'd repay all the expenses of the French conquest of

AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


FRANCE, 

The Emperor Napoleon arrived at Bona on Tuesday. 
gave audience to a Tunisian Embassy and to the Bishop of Tunis, 
whom he invited to dinner. The Emperor when at Constantine 
invited five Arab chiefs to dine with him, and took, it is announced, 
the opportunity to tell them that he desired to see Arabs in general 
become fitted by labour and education to enter into any positions now 
filled in Algeria by French subjects. He also stated that he desired 
every individual in the army to be free to rise, if his services, intelli- 
gence, and opportunities allowed him, to fill the high est grades. 
During his journey to Batna and Baskara the Emperor acc Aw an 
Arab horse, offered to him by four tribes. The tribes from the Sahar: 
also came to meet him, His Majesty has issued a proclamation to the 
French army in Africa thanking them for their labours. The 
Emperor's reception has been everywhere enthusiastic. He is said to 
be in perfect health, and all the better for the great fatigue he has 
undergone. The insurrection of the Babores is at an end, and the 
tribes have made their submission, 

The new Ottoman Ambassador to the Court of the Tuileries pre- 
sented his credentials to the Empress on Sunday. His Excellency 
stated that he had received express instructions from the Sultan to 
devote all his efforts to strengthen the relations of friendship he »P - y 
so long existing between the two empires. The Empress, in rep! 
thanked the Ambassador and expressed the same sentiments of friet nd. 
ship towards the Porte. 

M. Drouyn de Lhuys has issned instructions similar to those con- 
tained in Earl Russell's letter relative to the withdrawal of protection 
to Confederate vessels of war. 

A penny subscription has been opened in Paris for the purpose of 
presenting a testimonial of condolence to the widow of President 
Lincoln. Certain legal formalities not having been complied with, the 
police stopped the movement ; but the Government has directed tha:

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ITALY. 

A public féte, in commemoration of the grant of the Constitution, 
took place at the new capital on Sunday.

The grand jury of the district of Columbia have found true bills of 
indictment against Jefferson Davis and Breckenridge for treason.

According to the Philadelphia Inquirer, Davis is manacled on both 
ankles, the connecting chain being 3ft. long. He resisted manacling, 
and it became necessary to throw him down and hold him until the 
irons were clinched, The Herald denies this statement, and says that 
Davis is confined in a casemate comprising two rooms. A guard is 
with him constantly, but he is not manacled, nor are his movements 
within the casemate restricted.

It appears that the presence of cholera along the route to Nargaum was re- 
presented to the authorities at head-quarters by the telegraph. This removes 
the blame from the Mhow Staff. The epidemic was both sudden and severe, 
and, as far as we can learn, no preparations had been made to meet it. Assist- 
ance and medicines were applied for after the outbreak of the disease. The 
order to return throngh the infected districts is reported as most unwise, and 
only another instance of fatal error. We hear the most favourable accounts 
of the praiseworthy and noble behaviour of the young officer in command of 
the party. It is said his conduct and energetic work were everywhere re- 
marked, and that great benefit was derived from his presence and continual 
association with the men. At one time it was hardly expected to have saved 
the detachment at all. Seven were buried in one grave, and it was hard to 
tay who was to go next. Amid the worst the Sergeant-Major worked vigor- 
ously, and exhaustion consequent on such extreme labour made him fall an 
easy victim, The total number of deaths for which “somebody” is re- 
sponsible is twenty-one men, one woman, and four children, out of some 120

Restoration.

On Sunday afternoon the Archbishop of York preached in the 
nave of Westminster Abbey, in aid of the funds of the Society for the Propa 
ration of the Gospel in Foreign Parte, 

Three good works were completed, on the 17th ult., at 
Fladbury, Worcestershire. The chancel was reopened, after complete restora- 
tion, an addition to the churchyard was consecrated, and new national schools 
were dedicated. 


The Archbishop of York is to preside at the proposed public 
meeting of the new Palestine Exploration Fund.

A. Conder and R. Wilson—of these 
125 were boys and 109 girls. In a house-to-house visitation of the district, 
made during the last fortnight, it was found that there were over 480 children 
unbaptized, the total population being 13,145. 


On Tuesday night the Rev. W. M. Whittemore, donative 
Rector of the parish of St. James's Within, Aldgate, delivered, in accordance 
with a peculiar custom annually observed in this parish, what ie termed 
“a flower sermon” to the young. The quaint-looking old church was deco- 
rated with flowers, as well as the pulpit and reading-desk, and the whole of 
the congregation (which included the charity children belonging to St James 
and St. Alphage parishes) carried in their hands bunches of them. The text 
upon these occasions is always floral, and that selected by the rev. gentleman 
on Tuesday was taken from the Song of Solomon ii.

hundred. Towards this expenditure subscriptions amounting to £2400 have 
been received or promised, and it is proposed to borrow ‘a sum of £2000, re- 
payable by ten equal yearly instalments. After the ceremony, a numerous

THE UNIVERSITIES AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS.—It is understood 
that the directors of the Great Western Railway Company have determined to 
transfer their factories to Oxford, and thereby add a large manufacturing 
suburb to the city. They do this at the special instance of the Oxford Corpo- 
ration, who sell them city land for the purpose. Mr, Goldwin Smith, in a 
letter to the Daily News, opposes this project, believing that it will do mischief 
to the University, A memorial, numerously signed by Heads of Houses, 
fessors, fellows, and tutors, was on Monday presented to the Vice-Chancellor, 
praying him to indnee, if possible, the directors of the Great Western Railway 
Company to suspend final arran ents for the transfer of their factories to 
Oxford until the interests of the University, as well as those of the city 
have been fully considered. The immigration of a large artiean lation 
is looked upon with much apprehension as likely to increase the difficulty 
of maintaining discipline, while it is felt that the erection of a manu- 
facturin suburb may permanently disfigure the city.—The Rev. 
Arthur West Haddan, B.D., Rector of Barton-on-the-Heath, formerly Fellow 
and Tutor of Trinity, has been chosen Bampton Lecturer for 1866 by the 
Heads of Colleges. Mr. Haddan graduated in 1887, gaining a first class in 
elaeeice and a second in moderations, Te gained Dr. Johneon'’s The logical 
Sebolarship in 1899, and was Classical Examiner from 1844 to 18446. The 
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subject he has chosen for his lectures is “* Creeds.”——The Oxford University 
boat races were brought to a conclusion on Thursday week, the post of 
honour, the first place on the river, falling to Brasenose, who wrested the lead 
from Trinity after several severe struggles. Trinity also had to succumb to 
Exeter the first time they came together.——The Oxford Middle Class 
Examinations at Oxford began, on Tuesday, in the Sheldonian Theatre. The 
Rev. L. Gilbertson, senior fellow of 
examiner, opened the proceedings, and in an appropriate speech explained 
the nature of the competition, and gave lucid instructions to the candidates. 
Simultaneously with the opening at Oxford, the examinations began at the 
other seventeen centres, two of which, West Faversham and Windermere, 
have been this year added to the list. The proceedings will, it is expected, 
last until Tuesday or Wednesday next, but the result of the “ paper work” 
will not be made known until Angust or September next. It is exceedingly 
satisfactory to the promoters of the middle-class scheme to know that the 
aggregate of candidates shows an excess of nearly 200 over last year’s 
numbers.

The following is a 
general outline of the plan :—A student coming into residence in October, 
1865, or January, 1866, will be examined for the “ Little-go” in December, 
1866. The subjects will be similar to what they are at present, except that 
a paper of questions in Latin and Greek grammar is to be added. If the 
student wish to become a candidate for honours, he may, at the time of the 
* Little-go,” present himself for examination in three additional subjects—

passed in these subjects, and in the “* Little-go” examination, he will be freed | 
from all further examinations until he present himself for his degree in the | 


honour tripos he may select—i.e., about January, 1866. No student can 
present himeelf for honours unless he have passed in those three additional 
subjects ; but he may present himself for examination in them on any occasion 
subeequent to the “ Little-go.” If the student aim only at an ordinary degree 
he will, after passing his “ Little-go” in December, 1866, have to pass a 
further examination in classics and mathematics in June, 1867, It is a new 
feature in the scheme that a voluntary paper in Latin and English composition 
is introduced into this examination ; the credit obtained in this paper will 
affect the student's place in the class-list. The names of those who pass are 
to bf arranged in four classes, After passing this examination, the student 
bas done with the subjects of general education, and it is intended that he 
should devote his third year to some one special subject. A great variety is 
offered him. Biblical knowledge and Church history, moral phil y; 
modern history, political economy, law, chemistry, geology, botany, zoology, 
mechanism, and spplied sciences. The subjects of examination in these 
several branches are defined in the scheme, and in some cases schedules are 
appended. The student whose case we are now considering would have to 
pass the examination in June, 1868. Immediately after this he could take 
his B.A. degree. These regulations are to affect all students who commence 
residence in or after the present Term. Various provisions are made to meet 
the case of those who fail in any examination, both for honours and the 
ordinary degree.——At the same Congregation a Grace passed the Senate, on 
the recommendation of the Syndicate appointed to conduct the examination 
of students not members of the University, to the effect that the Syndicate be 
authorised, in such cases as may seem to them desirable, to admit students 
whose age exceeds the present prescribed limit of eighteen years. 

The Vice-Chancellor of Queen's University, Dublin, has presented to Lord 
Wodehouse his report for 1864. It shows that during the year 294 candidates 
for degrees were examined, in addition to forty who were not members of the 
University, and who were examined by the commissions held in June at 
Dublin, Belfast, and Cork. 

Mr. Hayter Lewis has been appointed Professor of Architecture in University 
College London, from the close of the current session, on the resignation of 
Dr. Donaldson, who, retiring by reason of his age, will assume the title of 
Emeritus Professor. 

The * Fourth of June,” as it fell this year on a Sunday, was celebrated on 
Tueeday with the customary speeches and the procession of boats to Surley 
Hall, concluding with a display of fireworks. The day was fine, and a large 
party of old Etonians and visitors were present, including the Archbishop of 
York, the Bishops of Ely, Gloucester, and Bristol, Lord and Lady John 
Manners, the Earl of Powis, the Dukes of Richmond and Marlborough, 
&c.—— Mr. G. E. Marindin, Fellow of King’s, Cambridge, has been appointed 
an Assistant Lower Master at Eton. 

Winchester College, which has been rather unsuccessful in its cricket 
matches this year, gained a decided advantage last week, although the game 
was not played ont. Their adversaries, the Cricket Company, scored 123; 
while the boys, with the loss of only four bats, marked 275 rans—Bowen 
making 142, Howell 50, and Awdry (not out) 56, 

Ascension Day was observed as usual at Epsom College, and the beauty of 
the weather rendered the proceedings more than usually interesting and suc- 
cemful. The college hymn, “ Christe Rex Altissime,"’ was duly chanted from 
the tower at eight a.m., and full choral service performed in the chapel at 
eleven and half-past five, the Head Master preaching at the morning service. 
The rest of the day was devoted to athletic sporte—running, leaping, quoits, 
racquets, and gymnastics; followed in the evening by a concert, vocal and 
instrumental, in the school-room, at intervals during the progress of which the 
prizes, in number thirty-five, were distributed by Mrs. Thornton (the wife of 
the Head Master). A large number of visitors was present at the sports and 
services.

The usual monthly meeting of the Central Relicf Fund 
Cemmittee did not take place on Monday, at Manchester, but the usual 
returns were made up, by which it appears that the number of persons 
receiving relief from guardians and local committees was lower in May 
than at any time since the cotton famine commenced, being 75,784. In 
July last year the number sunk as low as 83,063, and has since been as high 
as 149,923. The number is lower now by 3000 than it was in February 
1862, before the relief committees were established. 

The annual meeting of the Irish Medical Association was 
held, on Monday, in the Albert Hall of the College of Surgeons, Stephen’s- 
green, Dublin. Dr. Mackesy occupied the chair. The chairman in his 


| opening speech referred to the grievances under which the members of the 


profession laboured in reference to the claim of workhouse medical officers to

A public park was opened at Bingley, Yorkshire, on Tuesday, 
amidst great demonstrations of rejoicing. The site of the new park is at 
Brown-hill, on the left side of the Aire, and consists of eighteen acres of orna- 
mental ground. Ten acres have been vested in the churchwardens and over- 
seers of Bingley, for the benefit of the public, by the Inclosure Commissioners, 
and the remaining eight acres were purchased by public subscription. The 
first sod of the new park, preparatory to commencing the work of laying out, 
was formally cut by Mr. Ferrand, M.P., on the 10th of March, 1863, the 
wedding day of the Prince of Wales, and the park bears the name of his Royal 
Highness, being designated “ The Prince of Wales’s Park.” 


During the past month thirty-six emigrant vessels left Liver- 
pool, conveying abroad 593 cabin and 16,670 passengers, Of the 
steerage passengers 4859 were English, 306 Scotch, 8472 Irish, and 3033 
foreigners. The comparison with the corresponding month of last year is as 
follows :—In May, 1864, the number of emigrants who sailed from Liverpool 
under the provisions of the Act, was 17,338; in May, 1865, 17,263—being a 
decrease of 75; the number not under the Act in May, 1864, was 964; in May, 
1865, 629, deing a decrease of 335 ; or there were twenty-eight ships, 392 cabin 
passengers, and 13,880 stee Of the latter class, 2405 were English, 233 
Scotch, 7829 Irish, and 2410 foreigners. Four ships, 153 cabin passengers and 
1525 stecrage—705 English, 210 Irieh, and 610 foreign gers, sailed for

| Canada ; two ships, 34 cabin passengers, 611 steerage-—247 English, 66 Scotch, 


285 Irish, and 13 foreigners—for Victoria ; one ship, 14 cabin passengers, 506 
steerage—351 English, 7 Scotch, 148 Lrish—to Queensland. One ship, having 
on board 148 Welsh passengers, sailed for Neuva Bay, in Patagonia, where it is 
intended to form a Welsh settlement. 


A procession of Sunday-school children in connection with 
the Church of England took place at Manchester, as usual, on Whit Monday. 
There were thirty schools present and bly over 20,000 children. It was 
the most numerous procession of the kind that has taken place, and occupied 
rather more than an hour in passing a given point. Each school was, as 
usual, preceded by the clergymen and churchwardens of the church to which 
it belonged and by its male and female teachers, and most of the schools had 
a band of music at their head. The weather was fine, and the number of 
people attracted to witness the spectacle was greater than ever known. The 
children were generally well and neatly dressed, the girls wearing white 
frocks and the smaller ones white caps.

THE DINORNIS, OR GIGANTIC 
ZEALAND. 


Is our account a few weeks since of the New Zealand Industrial 
Exhibition at Dunedin, Otago, it was mentioned that one of the 
curiosities shown there was the thigh-bone of that singular extinct 
bird, the Moa of New Zealand, which is called by our naturalists 
the Dinornis, and very few specimens of which have been discovered. 
We have since received from Major J. Michael, of the Madras Staff 
Corps, who was for some time in New Zealand, a photograph of a much 
more remarkable specimen which he has obtained and placed in the 
Madras Government Museum. This consists of the leg-bones— 
namely, the femur, tibia, metatarsus, and outer toe, considerably 
larger than those at Dunedin. They were found at Glenmark, about 
forty miles north of Christ Church in the Canterbury province of 
New Zealand. Major Michael says:—“Dr. Hector, the eminent 
explorer of New Zealand, who has charge of the museum at Dunedin, 
in Otago, showed me some Moa bones of far inferior size, and he has 
reluctantly come to the conclusion that the bird is extinct in New 
Zealand; but that it has only recently died out is clear from the 
freshness of the remains which are found. In one instance a head 
was found with the lower mandible adhering to the upper.” The 
following are the dimensions of the bones brought to Madras by 
Major Michael :—

The sacred Conservatism of the proud Salopians is to be 
rudely assailed. In the old days Shropshire returned twelve 
members, at the dictation of Powis Castle, Then came reform, 
and the number of members was the same ; but the fine county 
was divided, and one of the most desperate struggles in the 
history of elections took place in the north, Mr. John Cotes 
beating Mr, Ormsby Gore by seventy-two only in a con 
stituency of some 8000. He married and retired, and the 
representation again became wholly Conservative. Now a 
Liberal is to be started, Lord Albert Leveson Gower, brother 
of the Duke of Sutherland, and the battle will be fierce, and, 
if the attorneys do not neglect the advantages which are set 
before them, the election bills will come at least to the respect - 
able figures of the Gore and Cotes struggle—viz., about £20,000. 
Then at Sheffield, we are told, Mr. Roebuck is by no means 
sure of re-election. Mr. Brown, of the great works where the 
armour-plates are made for the ships, would have come in, but 
his health bids him decline a contest. We do not think that 
England will be pleased to see Mr. Roebuck, after so many 
years of service, cashiered ; for, with all his petulance and 
frequent injustice, he is regarded as honest, and he frequently 
forces public men out of circumlocution and into plain speech. 
He is therefore an institution that ought to be maintained. 

It is gravely alleged that some of the Conservatives of 
Whitby have resolved on bringing forward Mr. George Hudson, 
the ex-railway king. A statement of the fact will probably 
be sufficient. It is rather suggestive, and will no doubt 
prompt some odd reminiscences. Great as is the reverence 
of a certain class of Englishmen for money, and willing as they 
are to believe that a rich man must have been sinned against 
rather than sinning, we own that St. Hilda is bold, Mr. Black, 
at Edinburgh, has given dissatisfaction to a portion of his con- 
stituents by his vote and speech on the franchise, and he may 
be defeated. It may be rather an honour than a discredit te 
be defeated by constituents who rejected Lord Macaulay ia 
favour of a local trader ; and Mr, Black will doubtlesz bear his 
fortune like a man, be it what it may.

Marylebone will, most likely, 
again return Lord Fermoy and Mr. Lewis, and appears to 
like them all the better that they have the courage occasionally 
to declare point-blank against certain conventional whims of 
the ultra-party, the pledge to abolish the rights of prime- 
geniture, for instance, 

These are among the features of the “entries” of which we 
have spoken, and we note them because, in a short time, it will 
be impossible to do more than schedule the candidates. We 
do not perceive in the election addresses which we have had 
the happiness of perusing any marked departure from the 
ordinary forms, The franchise question is the only one which 
has taxed the ingenuity of the solicitors and agents who writ> 
the addresses. All parties concur in believing that the repre- 
sentation may be amended, and the only difficulty has been to find 
neat and guarded words, which shall satisfy the ele:tor wit) 
out committing the candidate, We are happy to say that the 
difficulty has, generally speaking, been gracefully surmounte1, 
and that the Conservatives are quite willing to consider the 
subject, bearing in mind, of course, the safety of our beloved 
Constitution ; while the Liberals are equally ready to assist in 
admitting new men to the franchise, provided that there be no 
disturbance of the necessary balances of interests, “When 
they do agree, on the stage, their unanimity is wonderful,” says 
Puff, in “ The Critic ;” and as both parties are entirely agreed 
as to their object—the good of the country—they can now fly 
at each other with a clear conscience, and afterwards—why,

A Romas Emperor is said to have found Rome brick and left it 
marble, and Mr. Strafford can claim to have raised shorthorn sales out 
of their plain Saxon accompaniments of beer, beef, and sherry 
into champagne, pineapple, and ice-cream latitudes. In fact, a 
perfect bridal lunch greeted the congress of about 120 leading shorthora 
men—peers, M.P.s, clergymen, and laymen—who attended to see 
the great battle at Willis’s Rooms, on Wednesday, over the eighteen 
Grand Dukes and Duchesses. Lord Feversham was in the chair, sup- 
ported by General Hood (who came, like several other members of 
council, direct from Hanover-square), and the Bates men made up a 
most imposing array; while Mr. Torr and Mr. Thomas Booth, &c., 
were at the head of the great rival house of “the red, white, and 
roan.” The sale of the first lot of females (one of which is 
considered “very doubtful”) for 1900 gs. reflected no faint lustre 
upon the Booth canse, as Prince Imperial, the sire of the three, 
was a con of Bridecake by Crown Prince, from Bridget, and therefore 
of pure Warlaby blood. As soon as lunch was over, and the noble 
chairman bad given the usual loyal toasts, Mr. Strafford responded to 
his own health in the most practical way, by shutting the windows to 
get rid of the street roar, mounting a table, and proceeding to busi- 
ness, and, we may add, without repeating the new sale creed, 
which, by-the-by, seems most searching, and nearly half a foot long. 
The herd were at Dawpool, where they have had some crowded 
levées for several days past. It was their late owner's wish that they 
should be cold in one lot, and it was understood that the Hon. Colonel 
Pennant, M.P., had made an offer of £6000 for the twelve females. 
Aided by Mr. Drewry, agent to the Duke of Devonshire, who was said 
to be bidding on bebalf of an eminent City merchant somewhat 
anxious to begin a herd, and Captain Oliver, who was in at 1800, 
the biddings fairly flew for the first lot; but Mr. Betts’s agent was 
always there, and it fell to him for 1900gs. The second lot followed 
suit at 1300gs.; and then the opposition made another rally, but at 
1800 gs. Mr. Betts covered them again; and, when it was seen that 
he was so determined, no one would bid against him for the fourth, and 
his 1200-guinea bid remained unchallenged. Thus the twelve females 
fetched £6510, being an average of £542 10s. Their new owner was 
eent merrily along for Imperial Oxford up to 450 gs, ; and then Grand 
Duke 6th (130 ¢s., Mr. Bland), Grand Duke 13th (310 ¢s., Mr. T. 
Walker, of Birswell Hall, near Coventry), and Grand Duke 10th 
(600 gs., Duke of Devonshire), were recorded in Mr. Thornton's little 
handbook of fate. The waiters, whose ideas did not go beyond milch 
cows standing among ginger-beer bottles in the Mall, stared with 
amazement again; and the trainer of the Duchesses was so delighted 
at the last price, that he rose and asked the auctioneer, “ how much for 
the depreciation in shorthorn prices ?” an allusion which was caught 
up and highly relished. Grand Duke 9th and Grand Duke 15th were 
confessedly rheumatic ; but Captain Gunter gave 100 gs. for one, aad 
the other, which is said to be a hopeless case, was left unsold. The 
average for the five bulls was £333 18s,; and the total average of the 
tale, which made £8179 10s., was £481 3s. 

The Bath and West of England Society have wisely lengthened 
their cords, and visited Hereford. Weather, entries, and company 
bave combined to make the meeting a success, and 119 “‘ white-faces” 
were entered, as against forty-two at Bristol last year. Messrs. 
Ferthing. J. A. Smith, and Bodley were the principal Devon winners.

Baldwin, for his Battersea, Duchess of Bedford, and their daughter, 
Rose of Bedford. Tne editor of “The Herd-book.” who has quite 
out-Duckhamed Duckham in his exertions, bas again found 
the first-prize blue ribbons on his young bull The Commodore, 
a very noted winner, and first at Bristol last year, as 
well as at the Newcastle Royal. He also took another first 
with his yearling pair of heifers, Lucy and Florence, both of which 
are also by Cato. Mr. Roberts, with his Sir Thomas blood, and Mr, 
Taylor, of Showle, also took double firsts; Mr. Perry was supreme, 
as he often is, in the cow class, with Beauty; and Mr. Baldwin's 
unbeaten double Royal winner, Miss Hastings 2nd, went down, for the 
first time in her life, before a heifer of Mr. Pitt. A sheep-shearing 
competition excited much interest in the yard. The winner clipped his 
two sheep in twenty-four minutes, and the second (a son or relative, 
we believe) in 21 min. 11 sec. 

The Royal English Agricultural Society have so far adjudged twe 
of their £25 prize essays for the year. That upon the “ increase of 
Sheep Stock on Strong as well as Light Land” has been won by Mr. 
John Coleman, of Wandsworth ; and the “Short History of the Rise 
and Progress of Shorthorns,” by Mr. Henry H. Dixon of Kensington. 
Seven essays and reports still remain to be decided. There is said te 
be every prospect of an excellent meeting at Plymouth; and the 
Cornishmen bave carried their great point having a dinner, “one 
and all,” at which we shall no doubt have a most finished sample of 
“ Cornish cheers,” which, according to them, are far more satisfactory 
and intense in their volume than even “ Kentish fire.” The great Devon 
guns, with the exception of Mr. James Quartly, who bore the count 
banner so manfully at Exeter, will be found in the classes of whic 
the local form a very prominent feature. Such has been the 
zeal of the “ west countrie,” that it gives £502 in local prizes and has 
got together nearly £5000 in all to meet its liabilities. In the Devon 
classes, “the South Hams,” a tall, pale yellow, growthy beast, and 
femous as fill-pails, will come out in great force as a local a which 
is spread over some thousands of acres on the sea side of the railway 
The mountain districts of Dartmoor and Exmoor will have prizes for 
their sheep and pony produce respectively; and Mr. Robert Smith 
comes out with his last crop of “ Bobbies.” 

Cumberland, which astonished the shorthorn world so much a few 
years since with its Gwynnes and Princesses at Blencowe, has just 

laced another excellent sale on its herd records at Mr. Bowstead's, of 

3eck Bank, near Penrith. Seven ofthe Barmpton Rose tribe averaged 

£77 17s.; and another of them, Third Duchess of Lancaster, second 
to Mr. Mitchell's Mistletoe at the last meeting of the Highland Society, 
was reserved at 250¢s. The oldest of the lot, Lancaster Belle, goes, 
with ten years and 160 gs. on her head, to France, with her daughter, 
the Fourth Duchess; and the Second and the Seventh Duchess have 
found a new home with that stanch admirer of the Barmpton Rose 
blood, Mr. Eastwood, of Thorneyholme.

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 

The Philosophical Magazine for June, besides various papers 
on profound mathematical and chemical questions, contains the remarkable 
paper, by Professor Clerk Maxwell and Mr. Fleeming Jenkins, “On the 
Elementary Relations between Electrical Measurements,’ read to the British 
Association last September. The number includes also a note by Mr. Carrick- 
Moore, “‘On Lake Basins,” in which he expresses his dissent from some of the 
statements of Professor Ramsay respecting the origin of lake basins ; and also 
contains the results of some calculations by Mr. EB. J. Stone, of the Royal 
Observatory, Greenwich, relating to the theory of the change of climate due 
to the eccentricity of the earth's orbit, in a letter sent to the editor by Sir 
Charles Lyell. 


M. Charles Matteucci, who has been engaged in organising a 
meteorological observatory for Italy resembling the department in our Board 


| of Trade and the Imperial Observatory at Paris, has reported to the Academy 
| of Sciences at Paris the result of some of his investigations, more especially in 
| regard to the origin and propagation of tempests in Italy. 


He states that ont 
of seventy-nine forecasts announcing storms or the return of fair weather, for 
the different ports of the Mediterranean and Adriatic, thirty-four, at the least, 
did not correspond with the following weather ; but for the forty-five others 
the forecasts were verified, especially in regard to fine weather and violent 
storms. They have been especially Lecuupest in regard to Genoa ; and correct 
for Leghorn, Naples, Sicily, and Cagliari. Among these seventy-nine fore- 
caste were warnings of tempesta and high winds from Spain, Portugal, and the 
Guifs of Gascony and Lyons; from the centre of Germany, Russia, and the 
Baitic; and also of those which come from the Atlantic, and, attacking 
Europe by the west coast of Ireland, spread in Italy from west to east, after 
traversing France, Switzerland, and the Alps. The observations have shown 
that the foretold tempests having their seat in the Spanish seas have very 
rarely and very feebly attacked the coasts of the Mediterranean—harily a 
fourth of these forecasts having been verified ; while the tempests having 
their centre in the north, and principally those which attack Europe by the 
western coast of Ireland, have never failed to make themselves felt with great 
intensity in the Mediterranean. It is, then, to the north—especially in 
winter—that M. Matteucci considers that attention should be most especially 
directed, in regard to the seaports of Italy. 


The history and habits of the Epeira aurelia spider are the 
subject of a paper by Mr. Frederick Pollock, who has recently had the oppor- 
tunity of studying it at Madeira. We select a few points, The Epelra haunts 
the prickly pear. Its cocoon contains between 600 and 1000 bright yellow 
eggs, which burst at the end of four weeks. At the end of the fifth week, 
when about the size of a pin’s head, they cast off their first skin, and become 
active. For ten days after they cluster together; but in a fortnight they 
separate, and each begins to spin a web, at first about the size of a penny 
piece. Mr. Pollock had some inclosed in a giass case, but they did not make 
webs, or thrive in captivity. They consume whatever comes into the web, 
spider or fly. The females have nine changes after leaving the cocoon; and 
for about two days preceding each change they remain motionless, and seem to 
eat nothing. After the eighth change the female spider is adult, and takes 
to making cocoons, which operation lasts for several menths. About a week 
after the fifth cocoon is made she changes her skin for the last time, rests from 
her egg-laying for about thirty days, makes five more cocoons at intervals 
of from fifteen to twenty-five days, and dies in a week or so, after making her 
last one. The largest of these female spiders has a body about 13-!16ths of an 
inch in length, while the male's body is only 3-léths of an inch long. These 
spiders capture wasps and bees, winding them round, and incasing them like 
mummies before approaching within reach of their formidable prey. They 
are never attracted to anything that does not move, and never eat what they 
have not themselves killed. Their voracity is very great, and is equalled by 
their power of endurance, since they will live for a week or ten days without 
food. The duration of their life is gencrally about eighteen months. 


At a recent meeting of the Geological Society a paper by 
Mr. Prestwich was read “ On the Raised Beach of Sangatte, with reference to 
the date of the English Channel, and the presence of locss (brick-earth) in 
the cliff section,’ in which he adverted to his discovering fragments of chert 
in the shingle and associated sands (which he inferred were derived from the 
lower cretaceous strata), fragments from the Oolitic series of the Boulonnais, 
and two pebbles of red granite, probably from the Cotentin. These facts 
seem to bim to add probability to the existence of a channel open to the west- 
ward, and extending between England and France, anterior to the low-level, 
and possibly to the high-level, valley-gravel period. Above the raised beach 
he found a maes of chalk-rubble and flint-rubble with beds of loam, from 
20 ft. to 80 ft. thick, containing land shells, The second paper was read by 
Messrs. C. Le Neve Foster and Wm. Topley, “ On the Superficial Deposits of 
the Valley of the Medway, and the Denndation of the Weald.” A detailed 
account was given of the “ pipes” at Maidstone, where loess (brick-carth) 
containing land and fresh-water shells and mammalian remains, has been 
let down into deep cavities in the Kentish rag, probably by the gradual dis- 
tulving away of the limestone by the action of rain-water containing carbonic 
acid. The authors endeavoured to prove that the gravel and brick earth 
occurring at a great height above the level of the Mersey are old alluvia of 
the river ; and they think that, if so large a denudation has been effected by 
atmospheric influences, there will be little difficulty in supposing the present 
inequalities of eurface in the Weald to have been produced by these agents 
upon a comparatively plane surfaceef marine denudation. They also consider 
thet the escarpments of the chalk and lower greensand which surround the 
Weald are nct sea-cliffs, but are due to the difference of waste of the hard and 
toft formations under atmospheric denudation. 


Dr. George Child has communicated to the Royal Society the 
resu)ts of his further experiments “‘ On the Prodnction of Organisms in Closed 
Vessels,” which appear in the Proceedings, No. 74. He says that he has “no 
doubt of the fact that Sacteriums can be produced in hermetically sealed 
vesscls containing an infusion of organic matter, whether animal or vegetable, 
thongh supplied only with air passed through a red-hot tube, with all neces- 
sary precautions for ensuring the thorough heating of every portion of it, and 
though the infusion iteelf be thoroughly boiled. But how far this fact affects 
the question of what is called spontaneous generation is quite mattor. 
It seems clear that either (1) the germs of bacterium are capable of resisting 
the boiling temperature in a fluid, or (2) they are spontaneously generated, or 
(3) they are not organisms at all. I was myself somewhat inclined to the 
latter belief concerning them at one time, but some researches on which I am 
now engaged have gone far to convince me that they are really minute vege- 
table forms.’ Dr. Child considers that M. Pasteur’s objections are based 
mainly upon 4 priori reasoning, adding that he himself looks upon improve- 
ment in the construction of microscopes, and increase in their power, as the 
only way in which our means of investigating such questions as the produc- 
tion of bacterium is likely to be largely increased.

CBICKET AND GAMES OF THE BALL, 


Am NG the games of “ Merrie England,” few, if any, have become so 
popular among all ranks as cricket, Whether it is of native 
origin, or whether it is derived from the chusan of the Persians, 
we know not. Suffice it to say that in England alone and in her 

was reared and matured; and wherever our active 


| countrymen have met abroad, bats, balls, and wickets have invari aly 


been introdvced. Under the brrning sun of India, in the wild belts 
of the Cape, amidst the balmy breezes of Italy, on the rugged steppes 
of the Crimea, on many a palmy plain in Africa, under the rocky 
mountains of Gibraltar, across the Atlantic, on the plains of Abraham, 
within a short distance of the mighty cataract of Niagara, on the 
uncultivated s@il of Nova Scotia, in the islands of the Mediterranean 
Sea, amidst the diggings of California, near the spicy groves of 
Ceylon, close to the iron mines of the irregular mountains of the 
Mauritius, in the valleys of Australia, in the rich lands of British 
Columbia, and under the scorching clime of the Celestial Empire, 
cricket has flourished, In England the number of matches is on 
the increase. This is as it should be, for we look upon this manly 

as having the strongest claim upon patronage; it combines 

» Stace, quickness of eye and hand, activity and skill, and 
to bring about one of the greatest blessings to mankind, mens 
n corpore sano. It is, moreover, one that can be played by high 
and low, rich and poor, man and boy; and may in every sense be 

rmed a game forthe million. It excites no envy by its exclusive- 
ness; is equally open to all classes; and is sociable and universal. 
Indeed, we ourselves have seen the Royal wicket of the Prince 
Regent bowled down by a well-directed “long hop” of a plebeias 
player, and the “ Sailor King,” when Duke of Clarence, caught out by 
the brawny bands of a humble artificer, 

As a general rule, wherever cricket is encouraged, the humbler classes 
desert the beershops and public-houses; it brings them into friendly 
contact with their more wealthy brethren, and cements that kindly 
feeling which is so conducive to the interests of the community at large. 
Class amusements, be they for dukes or ploughboys, always become 
nuisances and curses to a country. How far better, then, is it to 
encourage a pastime where there is an opening for every man that will 
take his part, and which for fairness, manliness, and healthfalness 
cannot be surpassed ! Upon nooccasion— and we speak from a tolerably 
long experience—have we ever witnessed the deference due to rank, 
wealth, or position in the slightest degree lessened. If the stumps of 
a ducal magnate fly out of the ground by the swift and straight bowling 
of the humble tiller of the soil, his Grace, good-humouredly, compli- 
ments the bowler upon his skill ; if a sergeant, corporal, or private be 
run out through the indiscretion of his colonel, he is equally respectful 
to him on parade ; if a rich yeoman miss a catch, the cry of “ butter 
fingers” that escapes from the lips of some laborious farm servant 
is not resented ; and if the squire slip up and come what is called 
“a cropper,” when acting as long field on the onside, he beara the 
laugh and “ chaff” of the(stable-boy with the utmost composure. 

In bygone days cricket was principally confined to the metropolis 
and a few agricultural counties, Ke nt and Sussex carrying off the palm 
At the present time it has extended to the dark and murky regions of 
Manchester, Barnsley, Rochdale, Bradford, Newcastle. Stockton-on- 
Tees, Whitehaven, Sheffield, and Birmingham. It has been carried on 
with the greatest success at the seats of learning—Oxford, Cambridge, 
Edinburgh, Glasgow, Eton, Westminster, Harrow, Rugby, Winchester, 
Cheltenham, Marlborough, and Charterhouse. At Westminster we 
find a curious match recorded—namely, between the first eleven with 
broomsticks instead of bats, and the second eleven with bats. It was 
won by the former in all but one innings, they having to get only one 
run in their second, which they did with no wicket down. This 
reminds one of two other eccentric contests that took place during the 
early part of the present century, and which created considerable 
sensation atthetime. The first was for a thousand guineas, and came 
off at the Montpellier Gardens, Walworth, between the one-armed and 
one-legged pensioners of Greenwich Hospital, and which ended is 
favour of the “fewest hands.” The other was between Lord Charles 
Kerr, ason of the Marquis of Lothian, and J. Cock, Esq., to play a 
game of cricket, his Lordship backing his servant James Bridger and 
tis water spaniel Drake against Mr, Cock with Mr. Wetherell. The 
match, which was for fifty guineas a side, was played at Holt Pond 
cricketing-ground, near Farnham. The post assigned to Drake was 
that of fogging out for the ball, the only way, indeed, in which his 
services could be rendered available, but, as he always caught it at the 
first bound, he proved himself quite as good a fieldsman as many a 
biped would have done. The following was the result of the game :— 
In the first innings J. Bridger scored fifty, and was caught out ; J. Cock 
scored six, caught by Bridger; and J. Wetherell was run out by Drake. 
without making arun. Mr. Cock then gave up the match. The way 
in which the canine member of Lord’s ran Wetherell out was as 
follows: Wetherell hit the ball smartly for a run, but “ Drake,’ 
played across the ball so much faster than the former expected, 
stopped it so well, and delivered it so quickly to his partaer, Bridger, 
that the batsman’s stumps went down without scoring. 

Much attention has been called tothe modern practice of throwing 
instead of bowling the ball, acustom not only truly dangerous, but one 
that in a great measure destroys the science of the game. The cricketers 
of bygone days, the Dukes of Richmond, Hamilton, and Bedford ; the 
Earls of Winchilsea, Uxbridge, and Darnley; Lords Frederick 
Beauclerk, Bligh, Upton, and others, did not think it necessary to 
encase themselves in tubular indiarubber gloves and leg-guards, but 
appeared in summer garments, with no other protection against the 
flying ball than the hands which nature gave them, and yet the game 
was quite as well played as it is at the present time. Within the last 
five-and-twenty years many serious accidents have taken place in the 
cricket-field, attributable solely to the velocity with which the ball is 
thrown ; but, as the subject has been taken up by many of the most 
practical and experienced men, we trust ere long to see the evil got 
rid of. 

In addition to cricket, the ball presents itself in many varied 
forms. In early youth we have single and double wicket matches, 
hockey, trapball, “fives,” and football; as we enter manhood it 
delights us in the old-fashioned bowling-green, flies over the smooth 
green baize of the billiard-table, or the less exciting bagatelle-beard, 
golfing, rackets, and tennis, diversifying the amusement; and ia 
every form the “ball may be kept up” with the greatest satis- 
faction as one of the games of old England. China is famed 
for its practice with the ball, Homer sang of the ball as it. was 
layed by the maidens of Corcyra ; and from very early times in Great 
Britain sandball was a favourite pastime among young persons of 
both sexes : and in many parts of the kingdom it was customary for 
them to play at this game for tansy-cakes during the Easter holidays. 

ccording to an ancient MS, of the time of Edward IV. bowling- 
greens are referred to as having been in vogue early in the thirteenth 
century ; and there can be no doubt that at one time bowls was a 
fashionable game patronised by royalty. A celebrated bas blew whe 
wrote nearly a century and a half ago, under the name of Corian 
gives a description of several games of skill played by the ill-fa 
monarch Charles I, and Mr. Chute, one of the members for the city of 
London. But we must let the literary lady speak for herself :— 
“ Barking Hall, the property of my great-grandfather, Richard Shute, 
Eeq., @ Turkish merchant, was an antique building of a castellated 
form, situated at the end of a long avenue of elms, near the town of

The Act of Parliament to make the Metropolitan Houseless 
Poor Act “ perpetual,” which received the Royal assent yesterday week, has 
been suntell. It is recited that it is expedient that the provisions of the Act 
of 1864 “ should be made perpetual.” e¢ Poor-Law Board is empowered to 
have the reception-wards inspected, and make, revoke, and renew a certificate. 
‘The beard may make an allowance for providing wards “ instead of a sum in 
respect of each panper.” The police are to take any destitute person, way- 
farer, wanderer, foundling, or other destitute person within the metropolitan 
district or the city of London, and obtain admission if there be room ina 
ward. ‘The reception-wards are to be opened for admission between six in 
the evening and eight in the morning from October to March, and from April 
to September from eight o'clock in the evening to eight o'clock in the morn- 
ing; and the guardians are to be reimb for all relief administered in 
couformity with the Act during the hours mentioned. 


The birth of 1860 children—969 boys and 891 girls—were 
registered in London last weck. In the corresponding weeks of ten years 
1855-64 the average number (corrected for increase of population) was 1871. 
‘The deaths registered in London were 1187. The average number for the 
22nd—that is, the corresponding week in ten years (corrected for increase of 
population)—is 1183, The mortality from diarrhoea increases, as is usual with 
that disease under summer heat ; but the increase is not rapid, the deaths 
from it in the last four weeks having been 22, 25, 27, and 38. Its development 
assumes more formidable dimensions at a more advanced of the sum- 
mer; but at any time it may be controlled by due regard to the wholesome 
condition of houses and localities, and by the judicious management of young 
children, to whom the complaint is chiefly fatal. The deaths from typhus in 
the week were 44, This disease has been less fatal since April.——In the 
week that ended last Saturday the births in London and ten other large towns 
of the United Kingdom were 8839; the deaths, 2542. The annual rate of 
mortality in the week in those eleven towns was 23 per 1000 persons living. 
In Liverpool the births were 380, the deaths 252; in Manchester—births 252, 
deaths 206; in Salford—births 82, deaths 43; in Birmingham—births 239, 
deaths 126; in Leede— births 144, deaths 104; in Bristol—births 110, deaths, 
64; in Hull— births 78, deaths 42; in Edinburgh—births 128, deaths %; in 
Clasgow—births 375, deaths 255; and in Dublin—births 211, deaths 169, 
The rate of mortality last week was +> 1000 in London, 28 ia Edinburgh, 
28 in Dublin, 28 in Liverpool, 3@ in Manchester, 20 in Salford, 20 in Bir- 
mingham, 24 in Leeds, 21 in Bristol, 21 in Hull, and 31 in Glasgow.

My satisfaction is increased by finding his beneficent plans carried out in a 
manner worthy of the cause and of the profession for the benefit of which the 
Dramatic College has been instituted, and by their being assured that, 
when the inevitable term approaches, be who has so often administered to you 
amusement blended with instruction will here find a retreat open for age and 
its infirmities, in grateful recognition of the debt due to him by the world 
at large. I am happy to hear that the funds are progressively increasing, 
and that the council will soon be able to confer the inestimable boon of 
education on the children of men who, whether by their performances 
or their writings, have themselves laboured so well in the cause of literature 
and Fo justly earned this provision for their offspring. The inauguration of 
the building we are now in completes the three purposes we have enumerated 
as forming the general design of the institution. After having vided for

£28,536 O. 9d, The whole sum remitted to Lancashire amounts to 
£508,806 Me. 11d. ; besides which £4836 16s, had been granted for emigration 
purposes, meking the total expenditure towards relief £515,642 18s, lid, The 
total disbursements from the inning amount to £4347 15s. 3d., including 
advertisements, stationery, and salaries of officers, the advertisements forming 
the principal item under that head, It was noticed as a gratifying circum- 
stance that the £4371 odd which had acerned at interest on the part of the 
fund that hed been put out at interest at call when it was not wanted for 
purposes of relief had more than connterbalanced the whole disbursements, so 
that the fund had throughout been managed and distributed without the loss 
of asingle shilling of the actual subecriptions, A synopsis of the donations, 
prepared by Mr. Pickering, the cashier, showed that they had come from every 
quarter of the globe, thue proving the universal aympathy which the 
ca'amity evoked. The money eo subscribed had been administered, to the 
amount stated above, through the medium of 260 local relief committecs from

time to time, in addition to large supplies of blankets and clothing du 
the winter months in the first two years of the distress. The committee have 
still a sum of £9220 odd remaining undisposed of, and that th 
invest, on Government security, until their next meeting in Octo’ 
interest, of course, on, as it has always done, to increase the fund itself. 
The distribution of the fund has extended over the time of three Lord Mayors 
and half way into that of a fourth, every one of whom has, from the first,

A reward of £13 
was voted to the crew of the institution's life-boat at hy | for putting off 
through a heavy sea and rescuing nineteen ms from the barque Maria 

, of London, which was totally wooded on the rock off Whitby on the 
night of the 9th ult. A rewardof £4 was voted to the crew of the institution's 
life-boat at Moelfre, Anglesey, for saving a man from a ship's boat which had 
been carried far out to sea during a strong wind, in Redwharf Bay, on the 
16th ult. Rewards amounting to £12 10s. were granted to the crews of the 
life-boats of the institution at Cahore and Scarborough for putting off, in 
reply to signals of distress from vessels which did not ultimately need the 
services of the life-boats. Various other rewards were granted to the crews 
of shore boats for saving life from shipwreck on the coast of the United 
Kingdom. A report was read from the institution's inspector of life-boats on 
some comparative trials which had been recently made at Cherbourg with 
three life-boats. One of the boats was built in London, under the super- 
intendence of the institution, for the Paris Shipwreck Society ; the two others 
were the inventions of French persons, and were built at Havre. The English 
life-boat, which is the result of great experience, had the advantage. It was 
reported that the subscribers to the Dundee People’s Journal had, through its 
proprietor, W. D. Latto, Esq., contributed £800, to pay the cost of two new 
life-boate and transporting carriages, which the institution is about to station 
at Peterborough and Arbroath. The Rev. E. 8. Corrie has also forwarded to 
the institution £2 15s., being the sum collected for it by an invalid boy from 
friends visiting him.—— Miss Florence Nightingale has sent to the institution 
£20, accompanied by an encouraging letter, in which she says that she herself 
had been so happy as to see with her own eyes the noble endurance—*“ obe- 
dience unto death "—of an army in which every man was a hero, and expresses 
a hope “ that God will continue to bless as He manifestly has blessed the Life- 
boat Institution.””——A fine new life-boat and transporting carriage have 
this week been forwarded by the National Life-boat Institution to North 
Sunderland, Northumberland, in lieu of a smaller boat and carriage previously 
stationed there. The cost of the boat and its equipment, together with its 
transporting carriage, amounting in all to £400, has been presented to the 
institution by Mrs. Anstice, of Tynemouth, Northumberland, and her life- 
boat is named the Joseph Arstice. The National Institution has now nine 
life-boate on the Northumberland coast, on which it has spent nearly £5600. 
Altogether, the institution has now 148 life-boat stations under its manage- 
ment, which require the annual income of about £7490 to keep them effective. 
——The Herbert Ingram life-boat was launched at Skegness, on the Lincoln- 
shire coast, one day last week, with much festive ceremony ; the Spilsby rifle 
corps forming a guard of honour. 


LAW, AND POLICcE.—In the case “ Everett and Another v. the 
London Assurance Company,” argued in the Court of Common Pleas on 
Thursday week, an important decision was given. The plaintiffs had insured 
their premises with the defendants against fire. Those premises were 
damaged by the gunpowder explosion at Erith, and the plaintiffs sued the 
company for £20, the amount of the damage. The company denied their 
liability. The Court decided in favour of the defendants. They held that the 
damage did not come within the terms of the policy of insurance. 

Mr. Tidd Pratt refused to certify some alterations in the rules of the United 
Temperance Sick and Burial Society of St. Patrick, in Liverpool, on the ground 
that the circumstances under which the alterations were made appeared to 
him to be illegal. Application was on Monday made to the Court of Queen's 
Bench for a mandamus to compel him. The Court refused the rule. 

At the Mansion House Police Court, on Saturday last, the Lord Mayor 
delivered judgment in the case of the Messrs. Hadley, millers, of Thames- 
street, who were charged with being in unlawful possession of sacks not their 
own. His Lordship held that the offence was fully proved, and he fined the 
defendants £15 and costs. His Lordship also convicted and fined Mesars. 
Kitchen and Turnbull, hop merchants, £27 cach, for having put on some 
pockets of hops a false description of the place where they were grown. 

In the course of the last few months several attempts have been made to 
break into the house of Mr. Debenh a eon, iding in Commercial- 
road East, London. On Monday night Mr. Debenham was aroused by a noise 
in the rear of his house, and on g@ out he saw a man near the kitchen- 
window. He challenged him, and, having received no reply, fired —intend- 
ing, as was afterwards explained, to frighten rather than to hurt the intrader. 
The bullet, however, entered the man's head, killing him on the spot. Mr. 
Debenham at once informed the police of what had occurred, and on Tuesday 
he was taken before the ite, and remanded on bail. The man

The jury found her guilt 
of a common assault, and Mr. Bodkin sentenced her to three months’ impr. 
sonment with hard labour. 

Suicides are taking place in London with great frequency. At the Guild- 
hall, on Wednesday, three persons were charged with attempting to drown 
themselves in the Thames. In the other courts there were two other cases. 
Four of the unfortunate creatures who had thus abandoned themselves to 
despair were women.

Tuesday's Gazette contains an official letter from Earl Russell, 
formally withdrawing belligerent rights from the ships of “ the so-called Con- 
federate States.” Any such vessels that may now be in British ports are 
forthwith to depart, and, for the last time, United States vessels that may be 
watching them, will be prohibited from doing so before the lapse of twenty- 
four hours, If the commanders of Confederate vessels wish to divest them of 
their warlike character they may do so, but at their own risk. 


President Johnson commences his presidential career with 
an intimation that he declines to receive any presents.

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THE AUSTRIAN IRON-CLAD STEAM-RAM 
KAISER MAX, 
Ovr I[lustration represents the Austrian vessel of 
war lately arrived in Plymouth Sound. The Kaiser 
Max was built at Trieste and launched about two 
years since, She is a wooden vessel, plated with 
iron, having thick timber sides, covered with 
_ 4}in.in thickness. Her length is about 260 ft. 
er stern is somewhat , and in front of her 
bow she has a heavy ram, which projects consider- 
a | beyond the cutwater. This ram is roofed over 
with thick plates, and on the roof stands a wooden 
a usually used as a workshop, but which is 
removed on going inio action, disclosing a thick 
iron-platea partition, through which two rifled 
cannon fire straight forward over the ram. On her 
fighting-deck, which is plated throughout, she 
carries sixteen 48-pounder smooth-bore muzzle- 
loaders and twelve 24-pounder rifled breech-loaders. 
On her sailing-deck she has three more of the 
same kind, making thirty-one guns in all, The 
rifling is rather slight, somewhat resembling 
that of the Enfield small-arms, the grooves 
being about three times the width of the 
Armstrong breech-loader. In wating, the breech 
is withdrawn horizontally, thereby allowing of the 
opening of a breechpiece, which is hinged on to the 
rear of the gun. The charge is introduced through 
the aperture thus made; the breechpiece is then 
closed, the massive breech is replaced, and the whole 
secured by half a turn of a handle about double the 
size of that of a railway carriage. The shot is pre- 
cisely similar to that of the Armstrong gun. The 
back wheels of the gun-carriages are hung on excen- 
tric axles, so that the gunner, by means of a small 
lever, can take the weight of the gun off the skids 
and throw it on the wheels, thus facilitating the 
running out of the gun. The crew of the Kaiser 
Max consists of 400 men, of whom 100 are marines. 
Her engine-power is 650 horse. Her propeller as 
well as her steering apparatus is completely under 
water, so that her sesemntng disabled in that 
seems next to impossible. She draws 24 ft. aft and 
18 ft. forward, turns readily, and attains a maximum 
speed of fourteen knots. The Austrian Government 
have one other veesel of this class. The design 
seems, in many respects, well worthy of attention. 
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THE FATHER OF GRACE DARLING. 
Iw our last week’s Paper was recorded the death, at 
Bamborough, Northumberland, on Sunday week, of 
old William Darling, for — years ye of the 
Longstone Lighthouse, Fern ds, off that coast, 
where the wreck of the Forfarshire steamer took 
place on Sept. 6, 1838, which the heroism of his 
daughter, Grace Darling, has made historically 
famous.

It 
was taken in September last, when the venerable 
face of the brave octogenarian preserved that serene

father was moved by the gin's tears of pity and dis- 
appointment. He exclaimed, “The wench shall hae 
her wull,” and launching his own boat, with her 
alone to help him at oar, went forth, at the 
peril of their lives, to save those who, without their 
interference, would certainly have perished. Grace 
Darling died of consumption a few years after that 
good nights work. Her name has just been given 
to the new life-boat establisned at Holy Isle by the 
National Life-boat Institution. 





THE NEW PIER AT BOGNOR, 
SUSSEX. 


AN Illustration of the new pier at Bognor, in 
Sussex, which was opened on the 4th of last month, 
as we reported at the time, is engraved for this 
week’s publication.

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THE NEW ROMAN 
CATHOLIO ARCHBISHOP OF 
WESTMINSTER. 


THe Most Rev. Henry Edward 
Manning, whom the Pope has 
appointed to succeed the late 
Cardinal Wiseman in the Roman 
Catholic archbishopric of West- 
minster, was born at Totteridge, 
near Barnet, on July 15, 1808, 
being the son of Mr. William 
Manning, a London merchant, who 
was for some time a member of 
Parliament. He was educated at 
Harrow School, and at Balliol Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he entered as an 
undergraduate in 1827; he took a 
first class and his degree of B.A. 
in Michaelmas Term, 1830, and was 
soon afterwards elected a Fellow 
of Merton College; he was also for 
some time one of the select 
preachers in the University of 
Oxford. He resigned his fellow- 
ship in 1833, and took the vicarage 
of Lavington, near Midhurst, in 
Sussex, to which was added, in 
1840, the appointment of Arch- 
deacon of Chichester, and he held 
these offices in the Protestant 
Established Church of England 
till 1851, when he announced his 
conversion to the Roman Catholic 
system. Having received ordina- 
tion as priest from the hands of 
Cardinal Wiseman, Mr. Manning 
went to Rome and became a stu- 
dent of theology in the college of 
the Academia, where he remained 
till 1854. He then returned to 
England, and undertook an active 
propagandist mission in this 
country. The degree of D.D. was 
conferred upon him by the Pope, 
who also, in 1857, appointed him 
Provost of Westminster and of St. 
Mary’s, Moorfields. In the same 
year, by the desire of Cardinal 
Wiseman, he took charge of the 
establishment of the congregation 
of the Oblates of S&t. Charles, 
n the diocese of Westminster. 
In 1860, Dr. Manning was ap- 
pointed one of the Pope's do- 
mestic prelates and a Protonotary 
Apostolic, since which he has 
borne the title of Monsignor 
Manning. He is the author of 
many published sermons, a treatise 
on the Unity of the Church, and 
another on the Temporal Power of 
the Popes. His consecration as 
Archbisaop took place last Thurs- 
day, with the usual pomp and 
ceremony, in the Church of St. 
Mary, Moorfields. Our Portrait 
s from a photograph by Messrs. J.

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THE 
LUDGATE-HILL RAILWAY 
STATION. 


THE new station of the London, 
Chatham, and Dover Railway, and 
of the Metropolitan Extension 
Railway, near the bottom of Lud- 
ate-hill, was opened for traffic on 
Thursday, the Ist inst., but is yet 
in a very unfinished state. A View 
of the —s front, in New 
Bridge-street, Blackfriars, is given 
on this page. The architecture of 
the facade no great pretensions 
to dignity of style, but it presents 
rather a lively appearance, with its 
turrets at each corner and its deco- 
rations of parti-coloured brickwork 
above the arched doorways. The 
interior is convenient enough for 
the accommodation of the large 
passenger traffic, which may be 
expected to increase considerably 
upon the completion of the High- 
Level Crystal Palace Railway and 
Upper Norwood station, to be 
opened next month, in connection 
with the Metropolitan Extension 
line of this company at Camber- 
well. The booking-offices at the 
Ludgate-hill station are situated 
within a circular inclosure which 
stands in the middle of the spacious 
hall on the ground floor, one side 
being allotted to the Metropolitan 
Extension Railway (Brixton, Clap- 
ham, Battersea, and Pimlico), while 
the other is devoted to the busi- 
ness of the main line, as well 
as of the Margate and Rams- 
gate portion, and through Con- 
tinental traffic. The passengers, 
on alighting from the trains, may 
either descend the stairs to the 
doors opening into New Bridge- 
street, or, by another staircase, ma 
emerge into a narrow lane which 
offers, at present, the readiest 
access to Ludgate-hill, When 
the houses yet remaining at the 
corner of Lmdgate-hill shall be 
removed a more suitable approach 
may be provided on that side, but 
it is likely that many of the pas- 
sengers for the City will not alight 
at Ludgate-hill, but will go on by 
the line now under construction 
which is to join the London, 
Chatham, and Dover with the 
Metropolitan Railway at Smith- 
field, thence passing on to Alders- 
gate and Liverpool-street. Most of 
the heavy goods traffic of the 
London, Chatham, and Dover 
Railway stops at their more 
capacious establishment on the 
Surrey side of Blackfriars Bridge, 
where there is a vast amount of 
room for storage, in the vicinity of 
the warehouses and factories of the 
borough of Southwark. The Lad- 
gate-hill station is for passenger 
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ECHOES OF THE WEEE. 
WHILE we are elevatin 
Egyptians worshipped the cat; 
deight in him at St. John’s-wood, make a show of him at 
Islington, establish a hospital for him at Paddington, and a

danger. He bites you, or he bites your cat, or your horse, and straight- 
way you are afflicted with water madness, spinal meningitis, a furious 
desire to bark, a distress and anguish of mind ; you are death stricken, 
with no cure, Bites of dogs are common enough; but, thank good- 
ness, this hydrophobia is yet so rare that hardly bas any doctor been 
able to take a complete and thorough diagnosis of it. But that these 
wandering minstrels, these vagabond and houseless dogs, these erratic 
curs who live upon the charity of beggar boys, the good-nature of 
butchers, the easy temper of bakers, and the soft-heartedness of those 
who deal in sheeps’ trotters and iripe, are plentiful in London no one 
can doubt. We have not a mendicity society for dogs, with Sir Edwin 
Landseer as president and Mr. Ansdell as V.P.; but the former has 
made historical a scene wherein a jack-in-office of a well-fed 
dog, sitting on a barrow-full of horseflesh, keeps at bay a numerous 
and hungry retinue of down-looking, homeless, rib-staring, unkempt, 
and moneyless curs, which would have made fit companions for 
Lazarus in his last necessity. It is these dogs, forming a ragged 
fringe of canine society, that are to be extirpated. We all know what 
Goldsmith sung about a dog which, “to gain some private ends, went 
mad and bit the man,” and we are now told by the secretary of the 
London Hospital that 2000 cases of dog bites have been brought into 
one hospital during twenty years ; and, in good truth, there must be 
plenty of dog-mischief in London if this be true. So all wandering 

cogs, 
As many dogs there be, 

Both mongrel, puppy, whelp, and hound,

We all know that, 
according to the epistles of teetotalism, alcohol causes murder, war, 
fire, theft, lock-jaw, and convulsions. Now we were told that drink- 
ing is the cause of poverty, which assertion a Mr. Turley blocked by 
asserting, with more truth, that poverty is the cause of drinking. 

The Premier of the future, Mr. Gladstone, will scarcely be so liberal 

to debar us from the cup which cheers and sometimes inebriates, 
since he prides himself so much on the results of the French treaty. 
His speech in aid of his son at Chester was noticeable, not only on 
account of its eloquence, but also because it gave no uncertain sound. 
Whatever Mr. Disraeli and the Conservatives may mean, the Liberals 
mean to come into office again, and to hold it. Mr. Gladstone was 
wise when he appealed to the electors to trust the working man, and 
to extend the euffrage; but he was hardly Liberal when he said that 
the Conservatives feared the working men. No one gains by mis- 
representing his opponents, and the only fear the Conservatives have 
seems to be that the really working, thinking, and taxpaying middle 
classes shall be swamped, 

Why is not the suffrage held forth as a prize to those who like to 
win it? Why, in large boroughs, are the rich and cultivated always 
absent from the polling-booth? Why do we have members oak 
elected who appeal ad populum, and why are those members, as a 
rule, so unworthy? Simply because the working man predominates, 
and is easily tickled, and does not judge. Mr. Gladstone is evidently 
one of those “ flattering painters who make it their care to draw men, 
working men, as they ought to be, not as they are ;” but he is, never- 
theless, a power in the country, trusted by many, beloved by more, 
mistrusted by more still, but admired and followed by most. By-the- 
way, in relation to the French treaty, which Mr, Gladstone 
alleges has made up for the whole deficiency of trade with 
America, and which has done England so much good, we must 
not forget the great merit lay with Mr. Cobden, and it is pleasant 
to record the fact that his widow has declined the pension of £1500 
a year offered by the Government, since Mr. Cobden’s family are left 
in circumstances that render any provision on the of the Govern- 
ment unnecessary.” It is gratifying to add that the Guild of Litera- 
ture and Art, having built two honees for “ decayed authors,” cannot 
find authors to put in them.

Let us hope that the ragged livery of letters, of which too much has 
been said, is being gradually replaced by a coat which is bran new, 
serviceable, and, at the same time, “ genteel.” Blacks are made free, 
negroes are to be admitted to the franchise; why should not those 
slaves of society, authors, be, at the same time, emancipated ? 

If the stories about the treatment of Mr. Davis at Fortress Monroe 
be true, so much the worse for American humanity. If they be un- 
true, the authors of them should be at once punished. The bitterest 
opponents of that successful Republic, which has now an Ireland— 
nay, @ Poland—of its own, and which holds an enemy who has been 
far less bitter, less expensive, more courteous, and less abusive and 
virulent than Napoleon was to us,—her bitterest opponents can wish 
nothing better than she should iron her enemy, throw him down on 
his back, and rivet his manacles, while he is begging to be shot rather 
than thus insulted. To be treated worse ‘han we should treat a furious 
burglar—to be debarred from book and candle, pen or paper, and to be 
ehut up ironed and alone—is surely beyond the bitterness of death. 
Really the old country, that “ stoopidold grandmother England,” comes 
out brightly in her treatment of Napoleon fifty yearsago. He was too 
shifty and too expensive an enemy to be let loose; but he had an 
island given to him, he was still Emperor, still waited on by his 
devoted friends. We did not call in the smith and the manacles. Do, 
pray, Mr. Johnson, permit the New York to deny these charges. 
Slay the victim, if it is to be so; but do not torture him before he be 
slain, 

A suggestion of much importance has been made by a gentleman 
who is far-seeing enough to tell us that meat, next year, will reach 
from 14d. to 204. per lb,—a price which will place it beyond the 
reach of the poor and make many of our working classes vegetarian 
and granivorous, per force. It is that all fathers and heads of families 
should abstain from lamb and veal until our stock be replenished. A 
republication of old Burton's fulminations against these meats, which. 
as well as hare, be “very melancholy meats,” would convince all 
people that it as unwise as it is cruel to eat either. If only one or 
two dozen of the families of our readers will not only abstain from 
veal and lamb, but during the summer will abstain from meat as much 
as possible, they will benefit themeelves and the poor to some extent. 
We are getting very rich, very luxurious, and — free with our 
money here; but we have little right to use it to the hurt of others.

THE COMING ELECTION. 


It having been tesonghiy understood that the dissolution of the 


present Parliament will take place within a period which can be 
counted by a few weeks, candidates all over the country are busy in 
issuing manifestoes to those whose suffrages they seek, and are per- 
sonally canvassing and addressing electors; im short, election- 
eering is at high tide. A cursory examination of the proceedings of 
candidature is sufficient to show that attempts are in progress which 
will very considerably change the personnel of the House of 
Commons ; that in numerous cases where the same men are returned 
they will sit for places different from those which they have hitherto 
occupied; while several well-known names, long fixtures on the list 
of members, are likely to disappear from it. 

Obviously, in contemplating immediate proceedings and specu- 
lating on future results, one turns in the first instance to the 
foremost men now in the House, and at once Mr. Gladstone 
arrests attention. It may be, stimulated by the early action of 
Mr. Disraeli, who, in addressing the electors of Bucks and asking 
for a renewal of their confidence, took occasion to issue a 
declaration of the policy which he holds as leader of the 
Opposition, Mr. Gladstone, who is so generally designated as the 
proximate chief of the Liberal party, was moved to seize an opportunity 
of publicly pronouncing his programme. Hence it probably was that 
he took the somewhat singular but decisive step of appearing before a 
constituency almost as the electioneering agent of his son, and speaking 
through the constituency of Chester to the country at large. Of course, 
looking to the peculiar character and customs of the constituency of 
the University of Oxford, Mr. Gladstone has no personal exertion to 
make in regard to his own election, for the electors permit neither 
written nor spoken addresses, nor even the personal presence of can- 
didates at the actual election, It seems that, notwithstanding Mr. 
Gathorne Hardy’s positive statement to the electors of Leominster 
that he proposes to renew his claim to their suffrages, Le is to be 
put into opposition to Mr. Gladstone at Oxford; the fact that a com- 
mittee for the purpose having been formed, of which his brother, Mr. 
John Hardy, is chairman, being conclusiye on that point. The only 
other Minister to whom public attention has as yet been directed in 
connection with the elections is Sir Charles Wood, whore sudden an- 
nouncement of retiring from Halifax, which he has represented since 
the borough was enfranchised by the Reform Bill, caused surprise to 
most people, except perhaps to the initiated at the place. It would seem 
that, for some reason or other, the electors of Halifax have grown 
tired of Sir Charles; and it is believed that at the last election 
it was mainly through the Stansfeld influence that he was returned. 
But circumstances connected with the retirement of Mr. Stansfeld 
from office have tended, rightly or wrongly, to weaken that influence 
as regards the Government member for the borough ; and Sir Charles 
deemed it wise not to risk the chances of the defeat of a Cabinet 
Minister, and so he left the ground clear to Mr. Akroyd, whose local 
claims on the constituency will, doubtless, be acknowledged by an 
unopposed return along with Mr. Stansfeld. It is believed that Sir 
Charles Wood proposes to try his chance of oes of the two 
new seats which have been apportioned to the West Riding of York- 
shire, and, if possible, to essay the representation of the southern 
division before accepting the alternative of a peerage. 

A fitting starting-point for a brief examination of the condition 
of electioneering generally may well be the metropolitan boroughs; 
and foremost amongst them should be placed the city of London, 
At present no symptom of any contest is visible in that 
direction from a Conservative point of view, the vacancy caused 
by the retirement of Sir James Duke being sought only by a 
Liberal, Mr. Alderman Lawrence, the late Lord Mayor. Nothing 
has yet been heard of any intention of retiring on the part of 
Baron Rothschild, the state of whose health might suggest some 
idea of the kind; but if he does not offer to vacate his seat it is 
believed that he will be again returned; while as regards Mr. 
Crawford and Mr. Gischen there is little or, indeed, no doubt that 
they will have a quiet walk over. Much interest attaches to the elec- 
tion for Westminster, where Mr. John Stuart Mill seems likely to be 
unchallenged in his candidature for the seat which Sir De Lacy Evans 
resigns ; while Sir John Shelley, with some tact and consideration for 
his party, has refused to divide the Liberal interest, and retired, 
leaving the real contest between Captain Grosvenor, who may be sup- 
posed to be a Whig, if nothing more, and the mild Conservative, Mr. 
W.H. Smith. It is probable that Sir J. Shelley's political virtue will 
be rewarded by his return for Greenwich, where a seat is vacant 
by the transference of his services by Mr. Angerstein to West Kent, 
and where there is no very threatening opposition to him. Of course, 
Mr. Aldermen Salomons’s seat for Greenwich is secure. In Lambeth 
there will be a contest, but it will be between advanced Liberals ; for 
Mr. Thomas Hughes (known popularly as Tom Brown) is in the 
field, and the electors will have to consider, if he is accepted, whether 
Mr. Doulton, or their newest member, Mr. Alderman J. Lawrence, is 
to receive his congé. Of the Tower Hamlets and of Southwark we 
hear nothing; Mr. Ayrton and Mr. Butler in the former, and Mr, 
Layard and Mr. Locke in the latter, having every prospect of an un- 
disturbed renewal of their lease. Finsbury is a little more agitated. 
Supposing Mr. Cox to retain the affections of the electors, and it is 
on the cards that he will do so; there is a vacant seat to be struggled 
for, owing to Sir Morton Peto going to Bristol. The candidature is 
all Liberal in its character, and is divided between Mr. M‘Cullagh 
Torrens, who has been canvassing for the last two years; Mr. 
Alderman Lusk, and Mr. Phillips; so that there is no lack of choice 
for all but the Conservative electors, if there are any in Finsbury. 

Amongst notable men who are on the move may be mentioned Lord 
Stanley, who, without any formal address, has intimated his intention 
of renewing his claim on the electors of King’s Lynn, on the score of 
that very Liberal Conservatism which he professes. In a desultory 
way, as is a necessity, for all the election intelligence comes in aderi- 
tory way, it n ~y be noticed that Mr. Samuel Whitbread, a little while 
ago Civil Lord of the Admiralty, and, of course, a supporter of the so- 
called Liberal Government, again puts in his claim—an hereditary one 
of long standing—to the confidence of the electors of Bedford; nor 
does there appear to be any obstacle to his return in conjunction with 
his present colleague, Colonel Stuart, who is the representative of the 
Conservative section of the constituency. At Cambridge town the 
Conservative members, Mr. Macaulay and Mr. Francis Powell, are 
threatened with a contest, the Liberal candidates being Mr. W. D. 
Christie, late British Minister at Brazil, who formerly sat for 
Weymouth before he deserted Parliament for diplomacy, but who 
seems now to be recurring to his original vocation, and with whom is 
associated Colonel Torrens. It was generally supposed that Mr. 
Adam Black would not stand again for Edinburgh, especially as, 
having been returned in almost the extreme Liberal interest, he has 
of late shown tendencies which brought on him a suspicion, and 
something more, of being a retrograde Reformer. It seems, how- 
ever, that he intends to dare the chances against him, and has come 
forward, strengthened by an alliance with his colleague, the Lord 
Advocate, who, of course, asks re-election. Some dissatisfaction 
which has been exhibited by the Libera] party in the city has taken 
the palpable shape of the setting up of two opposition candidates, in 
the persons of Mr. M‘Laren and Mr. J. Miller; and there seems a 
prospect of an internecine contest. 

Rapidly traversing the electioneering map, it may be said that 
the “ Conservative Ten,” in Essex. county, are menaced by Mr. 
Wingfield Baker, a Liberal. At Exeter, Mr. Gard, who has sat since 
1859, representing the Conservative interest, retires, and there will bea

ago for that borough. At Nottingham there is civil war amongst the 
Liberals— Mr. Samuel Morley, a new candidate, and Mr. Paget, one of 
the sitting members, having apparently coalesced in antagonism to 
Mr. Marten, the Conservative candidate, leaving Sir Robert Clifton, 
the other Liberal member, to his own devices and to what seems 
the popular support, in the extended sense of that term; while, at

vative strength of the borough, leave Mr. Laslett, a former member, to 
seek the Tory suffrages ; so that, as Mr. Padmore, the existing Liberal 
member, is not to be disturbed, the representation will be divided. 
The accounts from Berkshire are interesting, supposing them to 
be exact; for we hear that Mr. Walter, the present Liberal 
Conservative member, is likely to secede, and that Viscount 





Uffington, son of the Earl of Craven, will, in conjunction with 
Mr. P. Pleydell Bouverie, one of the sitting members, fight the 
Liberal battle against a formidable Conservative array in the persons 
of Mr. Benyon, now holding a seat for the county, and two new postu- 
lants—Colonel Loyd Lindsay and Sir Charles Russell, From Brighton 
we hear that Mr. Fawcett, well known in politico-economic circles, 
will endeavour to restore the borough to pure Liberalism by ejecting 
Mr. Moor, the Conservative ; while to the House there will be pre- 
served the services of the great, in more senses than one, Liberal, Mr. 
James White. There is to be a contest, probably sharp, at Coventry, 
whence Sir Joseph Paxton departs; for Mr. Treherne, the present 
representative, and Mr. Eaton are to stand for Conservatism against 
the advanced opinions of Mr. Osborne Stock and the stupendous 
eloquence of Mr. Mason Jones, Having received notice to 
quit the Wick Burghs, for which Mr. Samuel Laing is again 
a candidate, and too potent to be opposed, Viscount Bury, 
im company with Mr. Eustace Smith, asks the suffrages of 
Dover in the hope of setting aside the Conservative ascendancy which 
has been upheld in the present Parliament by Sir Henry Leeke and 
Mr. W. Nicoll. There is every probability of strong efforts to shift 
the situation in Gloucestershire, the seat of Mr. Rolt, the eminent 
Chancery Q.C. for the Western Division, having been challenged, 
though not yet formally. It is mentioned that one of the present 
members for Gloucester city (Mr. Charles Berkeley) will be asked to 
contest the county with Mr. Rolt; and, if so, there will be less con- 
fusion in the borough, where the seats of Mr. Berkeley and Mr. J. J. 
Powell are threatened by candidates of cognate (Liberal) politics — 
namely, Mr. W. Price and Mr. C. J. Monk, who were returned 
for the borough at the last general election, but unseated 
on petition for alleged bribery and corruption. If it be 
true that the reat of Mr. Collins, the jolly and good-natured 
Conservative member for Knaresborough is threatened by the 
advent of Mr. Isaac Holden, a Liberal, probably many per- 
sons familiar with Parliament will be found, even amongst his 
political opponents, who will hope that the attempt will not be suo- 
cessful as against him personally. Thetenure by which Mr. Horsman 
has held his seat for Stroud has long been very slender, and it is 
stated that his recent denunciations against Parliamentary reform have 
created a resolve to oppose his return, if an eligible candidate can be 
found ; and it is said that overtures will be made to Mr. J. J. Powell 
to desert Gloucester—which he is not likely to do—or to induce 
Mr. W. P. Price to forego his candidature for that city and come to 
Stroud, East Surrey has received its invitation to renew its favours 
to Mr. Locke King, and to mark its sense of his quiet but earnest, 
steady services in the cause of Parliamentary reform; and, although 
there are Conservatives in the field, there is little doubt that he will be 
returned and have for his colleague Mr. Charles Buxton, who, leaving 
Maidstone, comes, with many claims, as a public man and an advanced 
Liberal, to ask the votes of the county in which he resides, and to 
fill the vacancy left by the retirement of Mr. Alcock. There is a stir 
amongst the Conservatives of West Norfolk, who, with Mr. Bentinck 
at their head, are moving to attempt the Parliamentary remodelling 
of the whole county—that is, an endeavour will be made to oust the 
Liberal members, Colonel Coke from the eastern division, and Mr. 
Gurdon from the western, while the re-election of Mr. Bentinck for 
the western and Mr. Howes for the eastern division would cc mplete 
the political homogeneity of the county representation. From amidst 
the labours of his politico-economic mission at Vienna, Mr. Hutt 
has issued his address to the electors of Gateshead, who, no doubt, 
for personal reasons, as well as to secure the honour of being repre- 
sented by a member in the Ministry, will respond favourably. 


THE MAGAZINES, 
Tat Cornhill this month maintains its character as a pleasant 
miscellany of light reading. Even Mr. Collins has fer once relaxed 
a little into the humorous, and his picture of the water party on the 
Norfolk “ broad,” with the factotum, the wet blanket, and the other 
stock dramatis persone of a well-regulated picnic, is sufficiently 
entertaining to put us entirely out of sympathy with the } 
Midwinter and the deadly Gwilt when they return to 
exclusive possession of the stage. “Wives and Daughters” 
tinnes to be graceful, observant, and pathetic. , 
moves rapidly enough, and, like most magazine-fictions nowadays 
threatens to become wearisome by inordinate length. 
We Did Mont Blanc” is a very agreeable and candid narrative, which 
conveys a much better idea of what an ascent really is like than any 
other we have seen. “Ralph Grueby’s Ghost” is an entertaining 
story, of which, however, fully as much is made as it deserves. From 
sundry indications we are inclined to surmise that it is really founded 
on tradition, and is seriously credited by the writer or the person from 
whom he has obtained it. Readers will be disappointed who expect 
to find the names of Kent and Wagner figuring in the article on 
“ Confession.” It does not even relate to the question as it concerns 
the clergy, but is entirely written from the judicial point of view. 
“ Provincialism” discusses the gradual concentration of intellect 
and influential opinion in the metropolis—one of the many changes 
silently effected by the railway system. The critic of the Elizabethan 
dramatists renders good service to the objects of his panegyric by his 
picture of the social conditions under which their works came forth into 
the world. When, however, he speaks of some of them as hardl 
inferior to Shakspeare, it is plain that his hobby is running away with 
him. 

Macmillan commits the mistake of giving three articles on President 
Lincoln, at least two too many. Mr. Dicey and Professor Goldwin 
Smith must each have their say, and the trio is completed by a very 
poor copy of verses. An undisguised puff of Mies Meteyard’s “ Life 
of Wedgwood” is also worthless in itself and below the dignity of a 
first-class periodical like this. With these exceptions, the contents 
are very interesting. Mr. Henry Kingsley’s paper on salmon is the 
model of a light magazine article, full of good fun and good senee, 
with beautiful passages of description interspersed. The inferiority 
of women in the arts and the hereditary transmission of character 
and genius are two subjects of great interest and difficulty very ably 
treated by Mr. Palgrave and Mr. Galton respectively. Both the 
fictions continve interesting. Mr. Blackmore's style reminds us 
more than ever of Mr. Henry Kingsley’s, but his charac- 
ters and incidents are entirely his cwn. Miss Yonge's story 
has taken ao totally unexpected tum, and mises more 
dramatic power and variety of incident than we had looked for. It 
is frequently written home ag eloquence, and abounds with graphic 
delineations of medisval life. The paper on New Zealand is written 
by an authority on the subject, and, perhaps for that reason, seems to 

resuppose an amount of knowledge respecting it which will hardly 
fe found among the generality of readers, It is extremely difficult to 
follow this intricate affair, perplexed by interested representations and 
envenomed by the virulence of party.

We take great interest in the success of the Fortnightly Review, the 
plan being so good, the conductors’ aims so high, and the difficulties 
so serious that success would be a genuine triumph of merit over cir- 
cumstances. The best papers in the second number are those by the 
editor and Mr. Amos ; three of the others are sufficiently able, but all 
marred by a certain perversity. Lord St. Maur twists a lucid account 
of Spanish finance into an attack on the extravagance of Consti- 
tutional Government, as if Constitutional Government really existed | 
in Spain. Professor Beesly’s attempted vindication of Catiline is as 
unsuccessful as Mr. Buchanan's vindication of Thorvaldsen is super- 
fluous; the former attempts more than he can perform, and his | 
arguments, closely examined, resolve themselves into mere 
assertions; the latter sets up an antagonist of straw, and brings 
his powers to bear against cavils unworthy of any attention. Mr. 
Trollope’s fiction does not display him at his best ; we prefer his 
unprecedented appearance as a critic in a review distinguished 
by all his cordiality and homely sense. Mr. George Meredith's 
poem is a little too much in Browning’s manner for originality, 
but supremely felicitous as an imitation. 

» The Dublin University is chiefly devoted to fiction, “Guy 
Deverel” alone occupying nearly a fourth of the number, 
Both stories are clever and entertaining. The Victoria contains 
nothing worthy of note. Zrmple Bar is as good as usual, and 
we have as much reason as ever to admire Mr. Yates’s graphic 
observation and the pungent originality of Mr. Wills. The scene 
where David Chantrey reads the review of his mother’s book is 
one of unusual power; and Mr, Yates, too, appeals powerfully to 
our sympathies in the eloquent narrative of the proscribed artist.

THE RIGHT HON. SIR C. E. GREY, G.C.H. 

The Right Hon. Sir Charles Edward Grey, G.C.H., P.C., who died on the 
lst inst., was a scion of the Greys of Horton Castle, and was son of 
Ralph William Grey, Esq., of Backworth, Northumberland, by his wife, 
Elizabeth, third daughter of Charles Brandling Esq., of Gosforth, in the same 
county, and was uncle of Ralph William Grey, Esq., of Chipchase Castle, 
Northumberland, formerly M P. for Tynemouth and Liskeard. He was born 
in 1785, and was educated at University College, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1806, keeping his name on the books to the day of his death. He was, 
shortly after tak his degree, clected a Fellow of Oriel. He was author 
of the prize essay of 1808 on “ Hereditary Rank.” In 1811 he was called to 
the Bar by the Hon. Society of Lincoln’s Inn, and in 1817 was appointed a 
Bankruptcy Commissioner. In 1820 he was knighted, on being made Judge 
of the Supreme Court of Madras. In 1825 he was transferred to the chief 
justiceship of the Supreme Court of Bengal. In 1835 he was made Commis- 
sioner for the affairs of Lower Canada; and on bis return from that country 
was named a Privy Councillor, and received the Hanoverian Order in 1837. 
He was Governor of Barbadoes, St, Vincent, Trinidad, and St, Lucia, from 1841 
to 1846, when he was appointed Governor of Jamaica, He from 1838 to 1841 
represented the borough of Tynemouth in Parliament. Sir Charles married, 
in 1821, Elizabeth, second daughter of the Rev. Sir Samuel Clarke Jervoise, 
first Baronet, of Idsworth Park, Hants, which lady died in 1850, 


MARSHAL MAGNAN, 

Bernard Peter Magnan, a Marshal of France and a member of the French 
Senate, Knight Grand Cross of the Legion of Honour, and Chief Huntsman of 
the Emperor, who died on the 29th ult., was a remarkable instance of a 
common soldier having carried a Marshal's baton in his knapsack. He was 
born at Paris, Dec. 17, 1791, and his studies were at first directed to the pro- 
fession of the law; but, when eighteen years of age, he entered as a private 
the 16th Regiment of the Line, on Dec. 29, 1809. He, from that period to 
1813, made the campaignsof Portugal and Spain. He was Sub-Lieutenant in 
1811, and Captain in 1813, and was present at the sieges of Rodrigo and 


Almeida, as well as at the battles of Busaco, Fuentes d’Onor, and 
Vittoria. His brilliant conduct earned him the decoration of the Legion of 
Honour. Entering the Imperial Guard, he continued to take part in the war 


in France up to the capitulation of Paris, and after the conflict at Craone 
he received the Cross of an Officer of the Legion of Honour. Magnan 
fought at Waterloo, but clung to France after the return of the Bourbons. 
He was, in 1815, incorporated in the Royal Guard through the infiuence of 
Marshal Gouvion de Saint-Cyr, who had remarked his sterling military 
ability on several occasions. He was in the Corps ef Observa- 
tion of the Pyrenees during the war in Spain in 1823, and he became 
a Colonel in 1825, While Colonel, during Louis Philippe’s reign, he 
received orders to march upon Lyons, where a dispute about wages 
had caused an insurrection. aving reached the gates of the city, he, in order 
to avoid an effusion of blood, commenced treating with the workmen; and 
was, for so doing, deprived of the command. He thereupon demanded and 
obtained leave to serve, retaining his rank, in the army of the King of the 
Belgians, who appointed him General of Brigade in 1832, and charged him 
with the investment of Maestricht, and afterwards confided to him the mili- 
tary division of Ghent. In 1839, when war was on the point of recommencing 
with Holland, Magnan commanded at the camp of Beverloo the advanced 
guard, composed of 25,000 men, being one half of the Belgianarmy. Peace 
having been signed the same year, he quitted Belgium, where he left the 
most favourable impression, and returned to France. He was again admitted 
into active service, and obtained the subdivisional command of the Depart- 
ment of the Nord, and retained it nearly seven years. After the Revolution 
of 1848, Magnan was chosen representative of the Seine in the Assembly by 
124,467 votes. He then declared his devotion in the cause of Prince Napoleon. 
After the coup-d’état of 1851, he was named Commander-in-Chief of the army 
of Paris, and from the memorable 2nd to the 4th of December 1851, he was 
constantly at the head of the wmoops, and executed the ordersof General de St. 
Arnaud. He was made a Marshal of France on Dec. 2, 1852, and was invested 
with the Grand Cross of the Legion of Honour. 
the Senate on Jan. 22,1852. He was given the office of Grand Huntsman in 
1854, in place of Marshal de St. Arnand. He was of late years at the head of 
the First Military Division, including Paris. The funeral of the Marshal 
took place on the morning of the lst inst. The service for the dead was 
celebrated in the Church of the Invalides, and then the coffin was removed to 
the family vault at St. Germain-en-Laye, where already repose the mortal 
remains of the Marshal's wife, Mdme. Magnan, who died some years ago. 


VICE-ADMIRAL HACKETT. 

Vice-Admiral John Hackett, R.N., who died a short time ago at Bray, in 
the county of Wicklow, was born in December, 1785, and entered the Royal 
Navy on Dec, 16, 1799, as A.B.,on board the Raisonnable, in which ship, 
after participating as Midshipman in the Battle of Copenhagen, he cruised on 
the Downs station until January, 1805. He, in 1808, on board the Cerberus, 
witnessed the capture of the islands of Marie, Galante, and Desirade. After 
much further service, and after attending the expedition to Walcheren, 
he, on May 11, 1811, succeeded in obtaining his first Admiralty commission. 
He then served for a brief period in the Diadem, 64, Captain John Phillimore, 
and was subseq y app , on Jan. 16, 1814, to the ey 18 guns 
and 117 men, Captain Richard Walter Walls, employed on the North American 
and West Indian station. On Feb, 23, 1814, the Epervier effected the capture 
of the American privateer Alfred, 16 guns and 103 men. The Epervier, on 
April 29, 1814, ater & desperate engagement of an hour, in which, besides 
being fearfully damaged and having twenty-three men killed and wounded, 
had the misfortune to be taken by the U.S. sloop Peacock, of 22 guns and 185 
picked seamen, Hackett was among the rvier’s wounded on this cocasion ; 
he, about the middle of the action, ved three wounds in the left arm, 
being shot in the finger, wrist, and having his arm shattered. His gallantry, 
however, would not suffer him to be carried below, until he was further 
injured by a severe splinter wound in the hip. Hackett was promoted to the 
rank of Commander on — 2, 1828; his last appointment was on Nov. 4, 
1833, to the Jaseur, 16, which sloop he paid off, on her return from the 
Mediterranean, in the spring of 1837. His services were connected during a 
portion of that period with tae civil war in § , and he was rewarded with 
the first class of the Order of Charles III. of Spain. He attained the rank of 
Captain on June 28, 1838 ; that of Rear-Admiral on Oct. 2, 1857 ; and that of 
Vice-Admiral on March 28, 1864, Vice-Admiral Hackett was in receipt of a 
pension for his wounds. He was married, and leaves issue. Lieutenant- 
Colonel John Hackett, now with his regiment, the 44th, in India, is the 
gallant Admiral's son.

The will of Sir Henry Dymoke, Bart., styled the Hon. the 
Queen's Champion, late of Scrivelsby Court, Lincolnshire, was proved in her 
Majesty's Court of Probate, on the 19th ult.—the executors oe being 
Lady Dymoke, the relict, and the Rev. Walter Blunt, M.A., of Wallop, Hanta. 
The personalty was sworn under £25,000. The testator was the hereditary 
champion of the Sovereigns of England, an office attached to the feudal 
manor of Scrivelsby, inherited from the Lords Marmion, whose baron 
Dymoke, Bsq., Sir Henry's grandfather, unsuccessful) 
House of Lords, Dymoke Welles, Beq., of Grebby , Lincolnshire, father 
of the present Edmund Lionel Welles. Beq., — yotey by the 
House heir general of the family of ke. ischarged 
the duty of Champion, as ove for his father (incapacitated as a clergyman), 
at the coronation of George lV. He was Deputy Lieutenant and a magistrate 
for Lincoln, and was appointed Vice-Lieut * for that county in 1857, Sir 
Henry was the eldest son of the Rev. John Dymoke, Prebendary of Lincoln, 
by his wife, Amelia Jane Alice, daughter of Captain El .» RN, 
Admiral of the Russian fleet. The heir to the estate is his er, the Rev. 
John Dymoke, Rector of Scrivelsby and Roughton, who has an only son, 
Henry Lionel. Sir Henry died, on the 28th of April, at the age of sixty-four, 
having executed his will on the 2ist of August, 1661. By virtue of certain

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES, 


Professor Frankland’s concluding lecture on organic 
chemistry delivered on Thursday, the ist inst., was principally devoted to the 
changes effected in organic bodies by heat, fermentation, decay, and putre- 
faction. He began with some experiments showing the action of oxygen 
in the conversion of white into blue indigo, &c. In dry distillation, whea 
organic substances are submitted to moderate heat, the carbon and hydrogea 
assert their affinity with oxygen, which thus determines the mode of deo 
position. The various kinds of fermentation were fully considered and i}lus- 
trated with especial reference to the elaborate researches of Pasteur. It was 
stated that vinous fermentation is essentially dependent upon the life and 
increase of the yeast-plant ; that tartrate of lime will not ferment if organisms 
be rigidly excluded ; and that the lactic fermentation cannot take place without 
a peculiar cellularfungus. Examples of the actions of ferments were given ia 
the transformation of starch into grape-sugar by the diastase of malt; of 
amygdalin into the oil of bitter almonds by synaptase ; and the production 
of oil of mustard by myrosin; of alcohol by yeast; and of lactic acid by 
rennet. It was also stated that decay in organic substances is prodnced by 
infusorial animalcules who require oxygen, but that putrefaction is caused by 
a microscopic vibrio which can only live in an atmosphere where oxygen is 
completely excluded. On these facts are based the various processes for pre- 
serving milk, meat, and other articles of food. It is thus seen that, without 
living organisms, organic matters would be almost indestructible. The 
lecture was concluded with a brief examination of the facts relating to the 
question of the spontaneous generation of animal and vegetable organisms ; 
and Dr. Frankland considered that hitherto the evidence brought by Pasteur 
against such an opinion was not materially shaken even by the results of the 
recent experiments of Dr. Child, based upon the new high powers given to the 
microscope. 

Professor Huxley gave the evening discourse, on Friday, 
the 2nd inst., “‘ On the Methods and Results of Ethnology,” which hedefined as 
the ecience which relates to the persistent modifications of mankind, the 
extent and distribution of these modifications, and their causes. He began 
with an imaginary circumnavigation of the globe, starting from Australia, 
referring to a very large map, and describing the physical aspects and structure 
of the state of civilisation of the various peoples, commencing with th st

lowest 
in the scale—the Australian—and so proceeding with the Negritoes, Amphi- 

nesians, Americans, Esquimaux, Mongols, the Indo-Germanic races, Negroes, 

Bushmen, and Andamanese, specimens of which were exhibited in a series of 

large coloured portraits. In regard to the systems of classification, Professor 

Huxley examined the claims of the linguistic system, and concluded that lan- 
guage can be no sound basis unless it can be shown that mixture or substitution 
of language has always been accompanied by a corrresponding mixture or s1b- 

stitution of bleod. In many countries the language has fundamentally 
changed, while the blood has remained wholly or partially unmixed (a: ia 
Cornwall, Wales, the Orkney Isles, &c.). He then considered the physiological 
distinctions of races, such as the differing power of resisting disease, the hybrid 

question, &c., and briefiy noticed the historical, archeological, and palmont  !o- 
gical evidences relating to the antiquity and distribution of mankind, stating 
that the main fact proved is the existence of man before the last great physical 
changes on the surface of the globe. He then discussed the hypothetica) ex- 
planations relating to the subject—viz., the monogenist hypothesis, which 

derives mankind from one pair, the strength of which is the recognition of the 
anatomical unity of mankind ; the polygemist hypothesis, which recogni-cs 
the distribution of various persistent types and assumes their separate crea- 
tions; and the Darwinian bypothesis, which, while recognising the mono- 
genist hypothesis respecting the origin of mankind, attributes the varieties 10 
the influence of climate and other physical causes during a vast period of 
time, and thus reconciles anatomical unity with the persistence of types and 

takes into account the great geological changes as affecting distribution. 

The president, Sir Henry Holland, Bart., was in the chair. 

Mr. Alexander 8. Herschel gave his concluding lecture on 
Meteorology on Saturday last. He began by referring to the great advantage 
which had already been derived by the study of this science, leading to the 
knowledge of the law of storms, observed by Mr. Redfield and Colonel Reid, 
which he illustrated by describing the phenomena of the West Indian hurri- 
canes, the cyclones of the Indian Ocean, and the revolving storms of the 
British Isles, more especially commenting on the gale which spared the sicct 

et caused the destruction of the Royal Charter. The latter part of ihe 
lecture was devoted to an illustrated explanation of the organised system of 
telegraphing weather forecasts now adopted in this country and on the Won- 
tinent, The first forecasts of the weather were published by the Board of 
Trade on July 31,1861; but the first warning had been sent to the coa:t 
stations on Feb. 6, same year. In 1862 a fleet was saved by attention to th«se 
forecasts. The bulletin issued daily by the Imperial Obeervatory at Paris, 
under the superintendence of MM. Le Verrier and Maric-Davy, are also of inee- 
timable service. Mr. Herschel concluded by stating that the Roy 
Institution had established 144 stations on our coasts, and that, by its i 
mentality since 1824, more than 14,000 lives had been saved. In consequence 
of our greatly-increased commerce, he said, the number of shipwrecks was 
more than tripled since 1850 ; it was therefore imperatively necessary tliat we 
should keep our attention alive to the interests of navigation. 


Mr. Edwin Chadwick, C.B., gave the first of a course of 
three lectures on the physical and moral conditions of the wage classes on 
Tuesday last. He began by referring to the superiority of the scientific 
method of treating the subject, combining the knowledge acquired by 
personal inspection with the results obtained by statistics. He referred 
to tables ing the injurious effects of low physical conditions 
upon the duration of life, and dilated upon the evils which res: it 
from the overcrowded dwellings of the manufacturing classes, the mortality 
among their neglected children, their inattention to personal cleanliness, and 
the consequently low moral tone which prevails among them. In Westmor- 
land, a most healthy but poor country, the percentage of crimes of violence 
and passion is only seventeen ; while in Lancashire, with the highest man i- 
facturing prosperity and wages, it is sixty-one, the death-rate being in a simi!ar 

ion. Improved sanitary nations had made military prisons more 
ealthy than the dwellings outside them ; and it is now proved that a low dict 
with strict personal cleanliness will maintain a higher standard of strength 
than a rich diet without it. Mr. Chadwick expressed his di robation of 
crowding a number of uneducated persons together in blocks of houses, refer- 
ring to Greenwich Hospital as an instance of failure, and he concluded by 
advocating physical exercise as greatly conducing to moral as well as bodily 
health, and referred to our volunteer system as productive of great social as 
well as political advantages.
